Cincinnati, Nov. 20.—-President John 


H. Patterson and twenty-eight other 
officials or former officials of the Na- 
tioniil Cash Register company, of .Day- 
ton. Ohio, who wore convicted last year 
of violating the criminal section of the 
Phcnnnn anti-trust law, filed an appeal 
in Uic United States district court- of 
appeal horc today. 
Despite -the fact 


that the appeal is only a condensed re- 
sume of the. case, it • contained more 
than a. million words and was written 
on 2,089 pages. - It'is "the. most vommin- 


...ous appeal ever presented-to the local 


courts. 


The" petition for the appeal alleges 


that during the trial:of the case.393 
errors ' were made and • the application 
is bused on each-and every one of-these. 


In addition to the enormous record 


hundreds of the exhibits that had been' 
thown during the trial, were also pre- 
sented to the court today'. 


Patterson, after being found guilty 


in Judge Howard Hollister's court, was 
sentenced to one year in jail and "fined- 
$5,000. At the time sentence was pro- 
nounced ii number of his friends started 
R movement to obtain a pardon, but he 
declared he desired no pardon, inas- 
much as he had been guilty of no wrong 
doing and preferred. to obtain vindica- 
tion in 'the courts. 


Lesser sentences were passed .on the 


majority of the other twenty-eight de- 
fendants at the time, but 'as all were 
tried together, the appeal was made in 
behalf of all of them and alleges that 
the same errors were made in each in- 
dividual case. During the trial Jud^c 
Eollistcr ruled out and refused to ad- 
mit as evidence all matter pertaining 
to natents held by the National Cash 
Register company and this was the prin- 
cipal objection made in the application 
toda^.

On three different occasions counsel "for 
the defense announced that they were 
satisfied with the jury, out each • time 
the state-found objection to somef-mem- 
her of thn temporary panel and hud him 
excused by means of thp peremptory 
challenge. Eleven jurors seem to he ac- 
ceptable to both sides but difficulty is 
being 
encountered 
in obtaining the 


twelfth juror. 


Attorney Inraan, of counsel for the 


state, interrupted the examination of 
veniremen today when one-was chair 
lenged for', cause-by the defense because 
ho admitted'tnat.he believed-.T)r. Knabe 
had been murdered. 
"Counsel., for the 


defense has objected all along." said Mr. 
Tiiman, "to jurors .who have formed any 
opinion as to whether Dr. Knabe was 
murdered or whether' she committed sui- 
QJde.- .J-think,-it.is.time.,to protest. :Dr;i 
Craig has been indicted and is to.bo. 
tried here for murder. He is not charged 
with committing n suicide but a murder." 


Judge Blair overruled the challenge 


with the explanation that the holding 
of an opinion as to murder or suicide 
was not sufficient ground to have a 
venireman excused for cause but that 
the defense might very properly inquire 
as to such an opinion which might form 
a basis for a peremptory challenge. The 
defense then resorted to the peremptory 
challenge. 
About 20 talesmen of 'the 


special venire remain to be examined. 


The trial had proceeded only a short 


time -today, when- it became apparent 
that great difficulty would be encoun- 
tered in completing a jury. Elaveiuseats 
in the jury box were occupied at the 
beginning of the session by prospective 
jurors.

than this. He not only upheld law and order, but set earn-1 
estly about in the exercise of his good offices in bringing the 
waiing factions together in peaceable adjustment of their 
-differences. In all probability Mayor Shank could have 
been quite as successful in this direction as was Gover- 
nor Ealston, had he chosen to make the attempt. As the 
outcome, the governor is today almost universally com- 
mended for his action, while the mayor is forced to flee his 
.office to escape new wrath that threatened to pile upon 
him. 


Of chief importance in the situation, however, is the 


object lesson it affords to other Indiana cities as well as 
•to Indianapolis in the choice of municipal officials. Mr. 
Shank was made the nominee of his party for the mayor- 
alty, not because of his fitness or his capabilities, but be- 
'canse it was believed he could win. He is snid to be an ex- 
cellent auctioneer, but nobody has ever had the temerity 
to claim that he possessed the qualifications necessary to 
give his city capable rule in the mayoralty chair. Person- 
ally, he is most likeable and engaging. Outside his official 
capacity his friends are legion. He is known as the sort of 
good fellow whom everybody likes, but he has demon- 
strated anew the fact that the "good fellow" is not neces- 
sarily the capable city official. Indianapolis- is merely 
suffering now for the mistake it made four years ago.

For three weeks .Mr. Kitchens lived 


with the monks, sleeping in one of the 
small bare cells and having hia meals in 
a room reserved for guests. At tho time 
there was another visitor—a. Frenchman 
—who was a slave to the morphine habit. 
Tbe monks did not interfere witli him 
and Mr. Hitchens soon realized that his 
case was hopeless. 
During the three 


weeks he remained in the monastery, this 
man's rapid decline lefi, an indelible 
impression on "r. Hitchen's mind, mak- 
ing the whole experience one that could 
never be wiped out. 


It was in this period that the idea of 
uilding a nov.,1 in such a setting took' 
oot with the author. 
The inciting in- 


dent js recalled by Mr. Hitchens as 
ollows: 


"I bad occasion to, ask one of the 


monks who had bee'n there for forty 


ears if he had ever beard of a monk 
eaving the monastery. He said he knew 
f only one case, that of a monk who 
ad been in the monastery for twenty 
years. He stole away or.e night and was 
levere seen again. 
Living as I was, 


under the spell 
of the 
silence and 


estraint, I found 
yself wondering how 


;his monk would act after so many years 
iway from tho wprld, were he sudden- 
ly set down in the heart of a city. 
It 


was inevitable after this, I suppose, that 
t should work up something out of the 
experience. , 


"When I left the monastery I wenl 


into the desert, guided by an Arab poe' 
who, in the play, is named Batouch. j 
One evening, as we stood gating across j 
the 1'mitless waste oT sand, a chance j 
phrase from Batouch gave me what I 
might call the motif of my story. 'This 
is the Garden of -Oblivion,' b. said. 'In 
the desert one forgets everything, even 
the desire of one's soul.' 


"Tile memory o. the prison-like mon- 


astery, with its silent, austere inhab- 
itants, seemed welded to the thought of 
the desert, the.'Garden of Allah,' from 
then on. I pictured th . brother who had 
stolen forth from these Viills out into 
.the desert, into the 'Garden of Oblivion,' 
' where he sought to forge.- his vows and 


his hopes. Would he be willing to lose 
his soul for the'love of a woman? This 
was the idea that had taken hold of 
me. Yet it was five years before I be- 


gan to write and tv« .years more be- 
fore the work was'finished." 


Here, then, was the idea; tbe leading 


character and the setting'with which the 
plot must'be interwoven. How deeply 
this experience cut may be gathered 
from the graphic descriptions and the 
refinement of 'passion which suffuse the 
story. 
Boris Androvsky is the rene- 


gade monk who flees from the monastery, 
determined to seize on all the sensations 
and joys of life, which he persuades 
himself belong to a man by right. At 
the beginning of the tale the identity of 
this mysterious figure, who moves with 
shuffling step and speaks haltingly, is 
concealed. 
In the oa'sis city of Beni- 


Slora he meets a woman who has left 
;he aristocratic circles of continental so- 
ciety to seek seclusion in the desert. 
Some magnetic harmony of soul draws 
them 
together. 
Eventually 'Boris is 


swept out of himself by the love he has 
conceived for Domini, and they marry. 
The inevitable revelation of his infidelity 
to the church comes some months later 
when -they are dwelling in tho desert 
living only for each other. Follows the 
renunciation of the world by Boris with 
Domini consoled by her memories of sev-. I son . 
oral months of 'complete happiness and she was Affectionately known as "Our 


the child who remains an angelic emblem 
of-their love. 


How large a part the desert plays in 


'> tale can scarcely be realized by one 


who has not read the story or seen the 
play. And no one who read "The Gar- 
den of .Allah" but entertained the ambi- 
tion of'some day visiting tho desert and 
seeing with his own eyes the lurid sun- 
sets and dawns, the infinite wonder of 
the' Sahara under the light of the moon 
and stars. When the book was first is- 
sued', every theatrical manager sighed at 
the impossibility of ever translating its 
pictures to the stage. One manager did 
more—George C. Tyler, the general man- 
ager of the Lieblet company, approached 
the author with the proposal that he 
turn his hook into a play. Mr. Hitchens 
said that he felt no adequate presenta- 
tion of"the scenes could be made on the 
stage. Mme. Antonio de Navarro, the 
Mary Anderson of earlier years, 
had 


urged him to make a play of the story, 
but he -could not be persuaded that it 
was possible. For the time being Mr. 
Tyler acquiesced. 
Then he communi- 


cated" with Mme. dj Navarro. 


Twenty years ago, when Mary Ander- 
m .was 'the idol of the American public, 


Mary" throughout the country. She was 
not only a consummate artist, but a 
young woman whose ideals and devotion 
to her church won the admiration of 
every one. Since her retirement from 
the stage her religious feeling has in no 
wise abated. 
Tbe. depths of religious 


feeling that permeates "The Garden of 
Allah" won her heart, and she deter- 
mined to bring every influence to bear on 
the author to have it put on the stage.

Owing to the reluctance 
to have her name associated a.gain with 
any theatrical enterprise after she hud 
refused to return to the stage so often,

anthemums are cut in Fort Wayne 


.. every year and by the time they 


reach the "ultimate consumer" a revenue 
of. between $75,000 and $80,000 has found 
its way into the coffers of the growers 
xnd dealers. 


A few years ago growers in this city 


participated in all of the big shows of 
.the west and year after year first prizes 
•were captured with such regularity and 
in such profusion that it excited the 
jealousy of other Indium towns and the 
green-eyed monster got particularly busy 
st Richmond, with" the result that this 
city of Quakers and threshing machines 
has come to the front and borne away 
some of the laurels that formerly ac- 
crued to florists of this city. 


The crop of this year is beautiful and 


the casual observer wonders what condi- 
tion could have made the blooms larger, 
more perfect in form and better stock, 
according to the standards of the critics 
and the men and women who grow them, 
but the floods of early spring submerged 
the Vesey and Flick greenhouses and 
damaged the plants by keeping them 
under water for several weeks. This is 
given as the cause of a shortage and that 
the quality has not been better. 


Cuttings and Seedings Both Suffered. 
' 


Although the chrysanthemum season 


is of short duration, continuing general- 
ly from the first of October to the first 
of December, ten months of patient toil 
and careful cultivation is necessary to 
produce the wonderful flowers that are 
placed upon the market, as'by the time 
one season js over preparation is begun 
for the next. 


Seedlings are raised usually only with 


a view of improvement and fertilization 
and crosses known only to the advanced 
florist, the real enthusiast who loses the 
sight of profit now and then in the cause 
of improvement, and most of the flow- 
ers that are sold here and sent out of 
Fort Wayne are from cuttings. 


In the local greenhouses now there are 


thousands and thousands of these that 
have been started from small cuttings 
and the process looks so simple that one 
wonders why:everybody has not entered 
the business and at 
least produced 


enough for home consumption. 


A little sand in a flower pot so small 


that it apparently holds only a thimble- 
ful or two, a cutting that is no larger 


than some of the sprigs that are thrown 
away by the careful housekeeper before 
she places the flowers in her vases, a 
temperature of about 70 degrees and the 
plant is on its way. 


In a few weeks the plants become well 


rooted and they are then transferred to 
beds where the most tender care is given 
them, during the winter months, and the? 
grow marvelously fast and the great 
stalks 'shoot up and gain the strength 
necessary' to carry the great burden of 
bloom that comes with the fall months. 


Reached Limit in Size. 


Chysanthemums and football have al- 


ways been intimately associated and a 
decade back every fellow and his best

manded good prices in the retail market. 


Judge William J. Vesey, whose name 


has been for a great number of years 
connected with the growth of the chrys- 
anthemum and who is still at the head 
of one of the city's greatest floral enter- 
prises, says that he believes the limit has 
been reached in size and that the biggest 
grown now measure about thirty inches 
in circumference). 


Ho adds, however, that the 
ardent 


growers arc not satisfied and that they 
arc striving for greater 
and

things and no boliovon they will be at- 
tained in better coloring and in a dozen 
little dctniln that nro not seen by the 
general run Q! 
T pcopio and that are not 


fully appreciate!! because tlioy are not 
seen. 


St. Louis ana Detroit the Markets. - 
While «i grout number of "mums, the 


abbreviated title for the flowers and the 
ono u*ed by the profession sind a number 
of laymen, aro m>ld in Fort Wayno, De- 
troit and St. Louis offer tho best markets 
and many aro shipped 
to 
Cleveland. 


Nearly 800 were sei.t from tho Vesey 
greenhouses in one shipment to Ann 
Arbor for the recent Michigan-Pennsyl- 
vania football game, and they were of 
tha kind that brought the retailers from 
60 to 60 cents each. 


Other cities buy them here, but ship- 


ping facilities for reaching St. Louis and 
Detroit are good and these two consume 
most of the product over nnd above the 
sale at home. 


The blooms last all the way from three 


days to three weeks, to u?e tho expres- 
sion of ono of the local authorities on 
the subject, and all depends .very nat- 
urally upon the rare received. 


Are Few Varieties. 


'Mums of the. higher f|iwlity are con- 


fined to only about three or four varie- 
ties, and while every clothing bouse, 
cigar manufacturer nnd others engaged 
in producing has a brand of his own. all 
florists grow the same kind of chrys- 
anthemum.*. 


One of the oH port. so old triat it i? 


bard to find just, where it had it? origin 
and who put it first on the market, is 
the "yellow .Tones." For twenty years 
or more that beautiful variety has been 


tained nothing of the size produced now [ 
when it was first given to the world, but! 
cultivation has improved it and, while' 
every grower of any note has it ill stock 
and regards it r.8 one of the best sellers, 
few of them can give the history. 


This applies to the white -and yellow 


Batons. 
Timothy Eaton is responsible 


for this particular variety, but when and 
where he started on the venture, how 
long he persisted in the business and 
just when he dropped out are faots that 
are not generally known. 


The Wells Lake Pink. 


^This docs not apply to the pink kind. 
Nathan Smith, of Adrian, Jlich., is given 
credit for producing this variety, and 
for some reason or other ho gave it the 
name of Wells Lake pink. Accompany- 
ing illustrations show all of these va- 
rieties and they are really disappointing 
when produced in plain black and white. 
While the size is demonstrated fully, the 
beautiful shading is necessarily lost. 


In the center of one of t!ie bunches is 


shown little Joe Flick, a nephew of Miss 
Clara B. Flick, whose flowers and green- 
houses are ono of the prides of" Fort 
Wayne. 


If there is anything In environment 


this youngster ought to grow up to bo' 
a great lover of (lowers, as his days are 
spent entirely among them and heredity 
ought to play its part. 


He is shown in bunches of yellow 


Jones and white Batons arranged by 
Anron Sliive, who has spent ten years 
growing flowers of this kind and who 
was naturally proud of the great .big 
beautiful productions that rewarded his 
efforts of last year. 


Mr. Sliive was also snapped in one of 


the greenhouses while lie was looking 
over his stock. From the Flick houses 
thousands and thousands- of blooms are 
sent out every season and at the time 
these pictures were taken they had 
reached the height of their beauty and 
coloring. 


The Ann Arbor Flowers. 


From the Vesey greenhouses about 


100,000 'mums are cut every year and 
the two clusters snapped with one of the 
men engaged in

market. 


Every grower is able to dispose of hil 


crop just as soon as it is ready for th( 
dealer, and more were sold this fall than 
last. There is some sentiment left in 
the growing of chrysanthemums, 
but 


strife now centers in getting more 
money out of the business end where it 
formerly crystallized in the effort to pro- 
duce better plants. 


There is no florist who does not tak« 


great pride in his stock". There is a 
great, satisfaction in having been instru- 
mental in the. production of something 
beautiful and pride, is still apparent, but 
it is the pride that creates .rather foi 
the market than from any desire to giv» 
the world something greater and better 
than it ha? ever known.

No Return of Old Days. 


There will be no return of the good old 


days of natural gas. Heads of house- 
holds who expect that the tiresome pro- 
cess of shoveling coal into furnaces and 
then shoveling out the, ashes, with all 
its attendant 
hardships, will be elim- 


inated by the hi;; addition to the equip- 
ment of the 
lighting 
company, 
are 


doomed to disappointment. 


This disappointment will be keen .to 


those who remember when the Indiana 
gas belt was one blnze of light, when 
people opened their windows rather than 
cut down tlie How into the fireboxes oi 
their furnaces and cook stoves, when the 
light that burned on the porch was left 
day and night just because it was too 
much trouble to turn off.the gas, when 
the fanners had their homes, barns and 
even their pig sties and ben houses il- 
luminated ajid heated and who have lived 
in thc^hope that some process of manu- 
facture would make possible the return 
of those days of peace and comfort. 


- fn those days everybody burned gas 
and the coal dealer had as much chance 
to do business as a skate manufacturer 
would have in that place against which 
'-'hristianity is waging an endless war- 
/are. 


Big Pipes 'in Vicinity. 


The location of the new holder was 


chosen with a view of economy in the 
matter of piping, as all of the big mains 
used at the time when natural gas was 
brought in from the territory south of 
the city pass through the laud surround- 
ing tiie holder, and they will be used for 
distribution. So far removed is the work 
from the business center that very few 
people kuow.it is being built and that 
a big structure is growing practically 
under their eyes. 


AH of these mains have been in use 


right along, hut the particular location 
chosen is the center of a network that 
makes it possible to give better service 
and a more equal pressure in all parts of 
the city. 


In addition to an improved service the 


company will be able to stor; gas enough 
to provide for any emergency that may- 
arise out of an accident to its plant or 
from any of the hundred and one causes 
that constantly stand as a. menace to 
public service corporations. 


Believes in Future Growth. 


"Don't forget to say "that the company 


has frreat faith in the future growth of 
the city." said Mr. Mulholland, "because 
that is the reason it is putting this 
holder in. This addition to our facilities 
will enable us to take care of all districts 
of the city for some time to come, taking 
into consideration both probable increase 
in population and additions to our list of 
consumers. 


"There is nothing out of the ordinary 


about the construction of the holder in 
so far as it pertains to the gas business. 
Our demand has become greater than we 
can conveniently carp for and this mat- 
ter was solved by adding to our capacity 
just like, any commercial concern -would 
do. under similar conditions." 


In these days of big thing? the con- 


struction of a gas tank of sufficient ca- 
pacity to hold a million feeti's not a big 


enterprise, but the minute calculations 
in preparing for the work is decidedly 
interesting. 


In the first place everybody who knows 


anything at all about 
gas containers 


knows that the lower section is filled 
with water and in this particular kind of 
a holder there will be three shells which 
will be raised as each is subjected to the 
pressure of gas as it in conveyed into it. 


Now if one of these shells wobbles just 


a little bit too much the swaying V.'ill 
permit the gas to escape, and aside from 
the expense to the company, the danger 
nnd inconvenience to the people in the 
immediate vicinity will be great. 


Ileans to Prevent This. 


AVhen the structure .was first planned 


it became necessary to take the velocity 
of the wind at its greatest speed, to get 
it when it was lowest and figure the 
wind resistance so as to eliminate tho 
possibility of too much swing in the 
shells into which gas will he forced and 
from which it will' be distributed. 


Months were spent in obtaining this 


'nformatiou and compiling the statistics 
needed in doing the actual wor!:. fn the 
ordinary building this is all taken into 
account, but no so minutely as in the 
building of a gas holder. 


Six hundred tons of steel will have 


been used in the structure when it is 
ready to put into sen-ice and the work 
will have been done in eighty-eight days 
by forty men working a total of more 
tlu^n 800 hours. The contract is in the 
hands of the Camden Iron works, of 
Camden, N. J-, and Fred Hennold is the 
general superintendent of the structural 
work. 


The holder will be 125 feet in diameter 


and 120 feet high, and is Ining built of 
open hearth steel plates five-eighths of 
an inch in thickness. All of the 'work is 
being done by hydraulic and air pres- 
sure and tbe msna are kept at top speed 
all the time. 


A new water gas machine of a million 


feet a day capacity has just been fin- 
ished by the Western .Gas Construction 
company and will be installed at once 
at the Superior street plant of the light- 
ing company, in anticipation of the com- 
pletion of the holder.

Charles Rcmmert, who was formerly

had a funny experience. 


He is the inspector on t^iis particular 


work for the Indiana Lighting company 
and says that after the Kerr Murray 


plant was shut down he waa idle for' 
quite a while. One day he went up to 
paint the tin on the comb of the roof 
of his mother's house and he says that 
for two hours be was dizzy and sick and 
afraid to move for fear of falling off. 


At tbe top of the holder there is a

Next Week Notable in 


Many Ways. 


FACTIONS 
BLENDED 


Washington. Nov. 29.—Financial affairs 


of the National American AVoman Suf- 
frage association form the chief topic of 
discussion of the forty-lifth annual con- 
vention of the association, which began 
here today in connection wiC. the ses- 
sions of the Isational College Woman's 
Suffrage association and the 
suffrage 


school to be conducted by the Congres- 
sional union. 


The association's financial affairs will 


be brought formally to the attention of 
the convention on Tussdaj-. tvhe a com- 
mittee will present nn amendment to the 
constitution to provide an additional tax 
upon the budgets of the constituent or- 
ganizations. The members of these or- 
panizations already are taxed ten cents 
annually for the support of the national' 
body. 


Most of the 500 accredited delegates 


to the convention . have arrived. 
Many 


alternates are here to attend. It is es- 
timated that more than 1.000 accredited 
delegates and alternates will attend the 
session?. 


The formal meetings nf the convention 


will not begin until Monday. Addresses 
of welcome itnd the responses are to l>c 
followed by a celebration of the suffrage 
victory in Illinois'. Then will come an 
address on the federal suffrage amend- 
ment and the annual address of tie as- 


sociation's president, Dr. Anna Howard 
Shaw. 


Keal Business Tuesday. 


The first real business session begins 


Tuesday-morning with tho presentation 
of the report of the 
committee that 


framed the finhncial amendment, to the 
association's constitution. Already there 
have been expressed a variety of opin- 
ions on the advisability of adopting-the 
amendment, especially among the mem- 
bership of the larger state organizations 
and the great independent bodies which 
only within the last year or two Tinally 
became affiliated with the national asso- 
ciation. . 


The independent bodies contend that 


as they arc large and collect large sums 
for the advancement of the 
suffrage 


cause, their tax for the support of the 
national body will be out of proportion

The First Road. 


The plank road era In this part of In- 


diana, followed the canal era and the 
first of the turnpike roads to be con- 
structed here was the Fort Wayne and 
Lima turnpike, for which bids we ad- 
vertised in the accompanying poster. 


The company building the road was or- 


ganized and stock subscriptions solicited. 
Cash was very scarce, at that time and 
subscriptions were mostly made in goods, 
land and labor. Nearly" all the capital 
available Jiad been borrowed 
from 
a 


branch bank and this was expended in 
erecting sawmills. 
Contractors 
being 


timid, the late Hon. Samuel Hanna, a 
man whose name is linked closely with 
the early development of Fort Wayne, 
took the contract for building the first 
ten miles north of Fort Wayne and per- 
sonally superintending the work, with 
ax in hand actually helped in the con- 
struction by manual labor. 


Like a born general, Mr. Hanna led in 


the movement for plank roads and as a 
necessary sequel others followed. With 
the efficient co-operation "of 
William 


Mitchell, Drusus Nichols and 
others, 


within two years there was n. plank road 
from Fort Wayne to Ontario, a. distance 
of fifty miles. 


This, the pioneer plank road of Indi- 


ana, was followed by the Piqua. road, in 
which Mr. Hanna was also an indis- 
pensable factor. 
Then came the Fort 


Wayne and RlufTton road, a highway that 
led thousands of farmers for miles'south 
of this city to come here with their pro- 
visions and depart after adding their an-' 
mial financial lot to the commercial 
progress of Fort Wayne. 


The Public Interest. 


The Country was thinly populated at 


that time, hut the interest in better 
roads wa sat-high tido and farmers for 
miles in every direction would respond 
to calls issued for meetings to be held 
in the interest of plank road building. 


The plans for the Piqua • road were 


laid at a meeting lield 
December 21, 


18<18, of the citizens of Adams county, 
and the posters for the bids named a 
rond to be built from Fort Wayne to the 
Ohio state line through the town of 
Monmouth. The meeting was called by 
Hon. Alva;i Randall as chairman, and 
C. T. Darwin as secretary, A commit- 
tee of five was name dto meet a com- 
mittee of Allen county citizens to ar- 
range for ti mass meeting of Allen and 
Adams county residents. 
Members of 


the committee were Elias Daily, G. A. 
Dent, Joseph Crabs, J. K. Evans and 
Nelson McLlane. 
. It seems from articles in the local 
press of 1849 that the Fort Wayne and 
Bluffton plank road movement had been 
allowed to decrease in interest for a 
time, and'in the Fort Wayne Times of 
June 7, 1840, appeared the following: 


"~-.,1iat are the friends of this work 


doing!' ••vN'ow that the charter has been 
obtained, do they suppose it will build 
itself? Its importance demands immedi- 
ate and energetic attention on the part 
of its friends and the sooner a proper 
interest for its speedy 
completion is 


manifested the better ore all concerned."

rays from mercury vapor lamps.

Says Ills of Our Great Cities Must 


Be Healed by Master Physician 


Charles Mulford Robinson, 


Who Advised Fort Wayne 
in City Planning and City 
Beautification, Says the 
"Makeshift" Cities Are 
Serious Mistake. 


By Kenneth Wilcox Payne. 


Why is there murder, suicide and ter- 


rible suffering in the Jicn,.,^', most won- 
derful commonwealth in the world— 
America? And why is most of this mis- 
ery concentrated in the great cities? 


Prof. Charles .Mulford Robinson, called 


the world's greatest authority on city 
planning, is asking the question. And 
this is his answer: 


"Well. I am convinced it is simply that 


tlie mechanics of our city life is out of 
;ear! 
Man in not foredoomed by fate 


resignedly to suffer these evils. 
The 


faulty friction of' life in the city—the 
city which man himself has built—is 
mainly responsible and in the cities 
nearly half the American people live! 
Po why not make the city a better place 
to live in!" 


Prof. Robinson was trying to prove to 


me that the newest of all studies- the 
study of civic design—IB not merely u 
visionary fad, with no more practical ob- 
ject than converting a aandlot into a 
sunken Japanese garden— but that it id, 
rather, a vital contribution to the solu- 
tion of world-wide soeinl problems. 


So famous ia Prof. Robinson among 


experts in city planning that he hait juxt 
been called to take the chair of civic de- 
sign at the University of Illinois-tin- 
first professorship of 'this kind in the 
United States. He was eager to explain 
for the readers of The Sentinel the true 
scope of this subject, which has been 
completely neglected in this, his own, 
country, while other nations not only 
have studied it, but have actually applied 
it. Prof. Robinson is still actively en- 
gaged as a city planner, being at the 
university only part of the time. 


"I believe in making the city a better 


place to live in, because I believe in 
the city," he said. "We city people are 
prone to lament solemnly the constant 
townward trend of population. We sigh 
to, think that the vortex of city life is 
sucking into its whirl and devitalizing 
the best blood of farm and countryside. 
But, 
instead of going back to the farm 


we ourselves live in the c" 
bring up our children there. 


"Wn have good reason for our choice. 


Money, and all that money means, is to 
bn made chiefly in the city. The city af- 
fords us recreation, pleasure, amusement 
It i* the house of theaters, libraries, 


and ugliness. Living in the community 
which is the cradle of art, culture and 
pleasure, thousands of human beings are 
Buffering the very worst forms of misery. 


"But their misery is not simplv a 


necessary result of city life. This dry- 
heat of suffering and crime which gnaws 
through the vitals of our great cities is 
largely caused by friction. So the prob- 
lem of city poverty is only problems of 
efficient adjustment—a problem of the 
mere mechanics of municipal life. 


"An old man is found frozen to death 


in the snow; a tenement,baby starves; a 
littlu bey steals from the corner gro- 
cery; a girl jumps to her death in the 
river's black water. It is the history of 
one day in the city. 


"And we think we have explained the 


why of it, when we say they were poor 
or wronged, evil or morbid by nature. 


Dn the contrary! We can go back of 


so superficial an answer and say that one 
deep reason for their terrible" tragedies 
is simply this—the municipality, whose 
true function should

It 
ra* 8 o'clock in the evening;, or four 
ours after she had taken the poison, 
iftt Dr. Thomas arrived, 
Mrs. Janin was removed at once to the 
R. Smith infirmary, where the usual 


ntidotes were administered. 
Twelve 


unces of blood were withdrawn in order 
o reduce the quantity of poison in the 
ystem. Then the physicians waited a 
ew hours for the development of more 
dvanced stages of mercurial poisoning, 
'he tissues of the mouth and throat had 
een burned and the lower intestines had 
Iso been burned. Discharges from tho 
idneys were reduced to a marked de- 
gree. 


Acton of the Poison. 


Bichloride of mercury, better known 
i corrosive sublimate, burns the tender 
nings of the throat, stomach and intes- 
ines, and when 'taken in large quanti- 
ies, according to the general opinion of 
he medical profession, destroys the tis- 
ues and disintegrates the kidneys. ' A 
uspension of the natural functions of 
he kidneys causes uremia, which causes 
agony to the patient The length of the 
ime of suffering before relief by death 
epends on the physical constitution of 
;ho patient. 
The "Edobohl's operation," to which- Dr. 
Thomas had recourse as a last resort 
constets in taking out the kidneys 
through an incision in the patient's back 
and the removal of the capsuls, a tough 
membrane which covers the organs and 
protects them. 
When the kidneys be 


come congested there is a swelling of the 
organs, but on account of the inelast1< 
capsule there is no means of expansion 
the result being that the tubes are com 
pressed. A suppression of all excretions 
follows and the action of tho kidnevs 
paralyzed. 


At the time of the operation Mrs 


Janm was in a critical condition and her 
death was expected. Immediately afte 


the operation Mrj. Janin began to im- 
prove. Her rapid improvement is due, it 
is said, in part to the fact that she is 
ordinarily a robust woman. She is 32 
years old. 


Other Methods of Treatment. 


A similar operation was performed in 


Lebanon hospital upon Mrs. Leah For-' 
tel, of No. 1090 Southern boulevard, who 
took thirty-five grains of bichloride of 
mercury. The operation was performed 
by Dr. Schmaskin, after a consultation 
with Dr. Thomas. It is said Mrs. Fortel 
is expected to recover. 


Still another method of treating mer- 


curial poisoning was tried in Fordham 
hospital upon Mrs. Mary Browning, of 
No. 1672 Barnes avenue, the Bronx. This 
the stomach with the expectation that it 
would combine with the mercury and 
orm solutions of mercuride oxide and 
alcium chloride, the former not being 
bsorbed and the latter being harmless. 
Irs. Browning is said to be recovering. 
Mrs. Agnes Pleasants, whose kidneys 
•ere washed with a saline solution after 
ho had taken bichloride of mercury, was 
aid to be recovering in Fordham hos- 
litaL
